.northern California in 1964, 
allows property owners to 
claim flooding and rain¬ 
storm losses without wait¬ 
ing for the 1969 filing sea¬ 
son. 

The California law is 
•similar to a Federal statute 
and sets up the following 
conditions: 

— The damage must have 
been sustained prior to 
April 15, 1969.

This step logiical- 
ly should be a prelude to 
U.A. recognition of the gov¬ 
ernment of independ e n t 
Rhodesia and an exchange 
of ambassadors. 

FYom this action, the 
world would know that 
there’s a "new broom’’ in 
Washington and that the 
mistakes of the past will bo 
swept away. The world 
know that henceforth the 
U.S. will reserve its hostility 
for foes of freedom and will 
give the anti-communist 
nations the support and 
solidarity they deserve.

I know it is one of the 
fiundamental laws of good 
journalism that news must 
be reported without bias — 
that personal opinion must 
not enter into news stories 
— that the views of the 
editor must be confined to 
the editorial page.

Surprise! Taxes Up! 


For anyone with time on their hands and even a little 
bit of adventure in their bones, I can suggest some real 
good sight-seeing. The RTD line 60 flyer going east 
through the San Gabriel Valley will provide plenty of 
rubber necking to keep you busy. Going east on the San 
Bernardino freeway, you will pass the new Covina Hills 
addition to Forest Lawn. In Ontario, you’ll go directly 
through the fast growing Ontario International Airport, 
soon to become the hub of commercial aviation in San 
Gabriei Valley. Beyond Ontario you’ll see literally thou¬ 
sands of acres of grape vineyards and some of the most 
beautifui homesites this side of heaven. Next and last 
stop is Riverside, home of the age old Mission Inn, a 
place you’ll want to spend an hour or two just looking. 
You can either return the same way and sit on the op¬ 
posite side of the bus or you can go through San Bernar¬ 
dino, Fontana, etc. 


The Advisory Commission on Tax Reform has some 
facts for Governor Ronald Reagan that will fortify a 
suspicion he and all of us have had for some time: taxes 
are higher than ever. 

Among the fiscal findings made by the Commission 

are: 

Californians, during fiscal 1967-68, paid $26.5 billion 
in taxes to ali levels of government. 

Of that astounding sum, 62 per cent, or 5 out of 
every 8 tax dollars, went to Washington. The state got 
20 per cent, local governments got the rest. 

About half of the tax total is in personal income 
and payroll taxes, the $12.65 billion being split about 
one third to the latter, two thirds to federal and state 
income levies. 

Next in size are properay taxes, at $4.4 billion, the 
schools splitting it half and half with cities, counties 
and special districts. 

According to testimony by the state department of 
finance, state taxes have increased faster than any other 
in the past 10 years. They’re up 189 per cent from 1957- 
58, while local taxes rose 150 per cent and federal 115. 




The recent rainstoi-m that brought devastation to 
much of the southland, reminded me of something I have 
known for a long time, but had forgotten.

So What’s New? 


In the afterglow of the Apollo 8 achievements a few 
people with long memories, including the National Ob¬ 
server, are having fun saying “So what’s new about 
that?” They then recall the novel written by Jules Verne 
more than a century ago, in 1865, “From the Earth to 
the Moon.” 

In his story, Verne sent three men to the moon in a 
spaceship 12 feet high. Apollo 8’s command module was 
12 feet high, carried three men. 

Verne’s ship weighed 12,231 pounds, Apollo 8 161 
pounds more. 

The novelist’s spacecraft was shot into the air at 
a point on the Florida coast 100 miles from what is 
now CajK; Kennedy, on December 11. 

It achieved a speed of 25,544 miles per hour. Apollo 
8 at one time hit 24,200 mph. 

Verne’s ship went into a 25-mile high moon orbit 
then splashed down in the Pacific. One of its passengers 
was named Andan; one of Apollo 8’s was Anders. 

Nature, it has been said, imitates art. Now Science 
is doing it.

Q. How close does the bus that goes to Monrovia get to 
the Arboretum? I want to take a friend out to see 
the fiowers and estate houses. Mrs. K.R. 

A. The Baidwin and Colorado stop would be about two 
long blocks from the entrances. I’ve sent you a time¬ 
table. 

Q. Our daughter and her husband purchased a home in 
Glen Avon, near Riverside, can we get there by bus 
from El Monte? Mrs. J.C. 

A. The 60F goes through Glen Avon approximately every 
hour. 

Q. Can I get direct bus service to Santa Anita from 
Pomona? 

A. Yes, you can, the 57 line from Riverside stops at 
Pomona at 11 a.m. I’ve sent you a timetable.
